The existence of singing sands in many 
parts of the world has given rise to queer 
superstitions, The dunes of Arabia 
provide a phenomenon which, for over 
a century, has ficured in travellers’ tales 
and native legends. The music of the 
singing dunes varies, ranging from the 
thin twanging of harp strings to the 
rumble of distant drums.

Dunes in Lower California have given

BELFAST, Thursday. 
ELFAST is a city of conferences. In 
recent years public organisations in 
Great Britain have been attracted more 
and more to Ulster, where they can hold 
their annual meetings, deliberate upon 
problems of national importance, and at 
the same time enjoy a healthful holiday in 
a country celebrated for its scenic beauties 
and: historical associations. Moreover, 
Ulster hospitality is traditional, and the 
strangers within our gates| go away 
thoroughly pleased with themselves and 
bearing happy memories of their visit to 
our shores, 


PUBLIC HEALTH CONGRESS. 


This week we have as our guests the 
members of the annual congress of the 
Royal Institute of Public Health, when 
the presidential address was delivered by 
the Marquess of Londonderry. The dele- 

ates number over five hundred, and they 
orm a notable vanguard to the multitude 
of tourists who are expected during the 
summer months. 

As was appropriate, the practical work 
of the congress was opened by Sir Dawson 
Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, who dealt 
with the problems of housing, food, 
clothing, work and health services, all of 
which are of the highest importance to the 
community. Sir Dawson pointed out that 
during the last nine years the policy of 
the Government had resulted in the pro- 
vision of 27,500 houses, but it should not 
be forgotten that while slumdom exists in 
Belfast there is always a menace to the 
public health. This aspect of the housing 
schemes has frequently n discussed, but 
up to the present nothing has been done 
to improve the living conditions of the 
very poor. 

The question has had the attention of 
the Corporation, and it has been pointed 
out that only the fringe of the difficulty 
has been touched, so far as the ‘‘ sub- 
merged tenth '” are concerned, It was, 
however, foreshadowed. that with the 
coming of the Town Planning Act the 
slums would be swept away. 


INTERESTED IN THE SOUTH. 


The North is intensely interested in the 
proposal of the Free State Government to 
abolish the Oath of Allegiance, particu- 
larly in view of Mr. Thomas’s statement 
that, should the bill to set it aside be- 
come law, it would be unreasonable to 
expect that the Imperial Government 
should enter into negotiations for further 
agreements with a Government which had 
thus repudiated ‘its obligations. This is 
considered to be a plain warning to the 
people of the Free State, as well as to their

RECOVERY SLOW. 


The year 1931 will long be remembered by 
the shock of the sudden financial crisis in the 
autumn. Uneasiness in various directions had 
been felt, and partly removed. But the wide 
scope and the sgn yy orto circumstances 
which resulted in the downfall of the Labour 
Government in Great Britain, and the advent 
of a National Government pledged to restore 
by any and every means the financial stability 
of the chief money market of the world, re- 
duced those concerned in the management of 
invested capital to the réle of little more 
than passive s tors of movements over 
which they no contivl, and the result of 
which they could not forecast. The fall in 
values depreciated the market value of our 
securities, but did not affect our revenue to 
any ornare extent. The departure from 
the goid standard actually increased our re- 
venue derived from trans-Atlantic investments 
to an extent sufficient to offset the loss follow- 
ing the «declaration of a moratorium by a 
foreign country in which we hold €60,000 
Government security. 

“A certain’ measure of stability has since 
been reached, but recovery is very slow, marked 
by frequent set-backs; and it is with very 
considerable doubt and apprehension that 
those responsible for your finances regard the 
immediate future. n view of the present 
income surplus, there should be no doubt 
about the prevision of stipends and other 
contractual obligations, but a note of warning 
must be struck againgt the assumption of any 
fresh charges on that surplus, In comment- 
ing on a report dealing primarily and prin- 
cipally with the finances of our Church the 
financia! outlook must take prominence; but 
whatever traces of misgiving must necessarily 
appear in such comments, we must not allow 

milar misgivings to extend to thé real strength 
and progress of our Church in her work and 
witness. Financial matters are discarded in 
the concluding pages of the report, and 
inspiring references are made to the spiritual 
aspects and aspirations which matter more 
to the life of a Church than money. It is 
not too much to say that North and South 
were never more closely united in our 
Church than to-day. Let it be for all of 
us a firm and confident resolve that nothing 
shall ever weaken that bond of union, how- 
ever severe may be the strain put upon it.”

The Archbishop; of Dublin’ said that they 
had quite a number of [rish speakers ic 
Dublin, and the Church of Ireland should 
acknowledge its connection with the national 
language. They had St. Moibhi College, 
where a number of their young people were 
educated and did everything in Irish. These 
people were being trained at the national 
expense, and why should they not have the 
opporltunity of having Church Services ‘n 
Irish? He hoped the Synod would pass this 
amount, 

Canon Lewis Crosby, supporting the 
motion, said that they had the Prayer-book 
printed in Irish at considerable expense. 

Archdeacon Kerr (Dromore) also sup- 
ported, and said that they had in the Church 
the hymn, ‘ St. Patrick’s Breastplate,” 
which was written in the Irish language. 
In pursuing the history and literature of the 
Church a knowledge of the Irish language 
was indispensable. 

The motion was passed. 

The Dean of rry moved the third 
reading of a bill to amend Chapter IJ. of the 
Constitution, “which . receiv its. second 
reading on Tuesday. 

The third reading was passed. 

On the motion of the Earl of Belmore, a 
vote of thanks was passed to the Rev. Canon 
Connell and Mrs. Connell, and staff for the 
catering arrangements.

The Opposition’s assault upon Mr.

It would be ' idle to “describe ; the 
charges in: detail; for few of them 
were answered and most of them were 
unanswerable. The Fianna Fáil Govern- 
ment does not condescend to explain its 
actions—or, if it feels that an answer is 
required, it retorts with a well-worn 
quotation from some elementary text-book 
of political esonomy. It forgets not only 
that most economic axioms were laid 
down before crisis came on the world, 
but that the principles which may guide 
a large industrial country do not apply 
necessarily to a small agricultural com- 
munity. Mr. MacEntee’s Budget is a 
welter of inconsistencies, It seeks to 
provide cheap houses for the poor, but 
raises the price of houses by tariffs on 
every Variety of building material. It 
reduces the sedating tax on omnibuses— 
one of the very few reductions—and so 
assists the omnibuses in their wasteful 
and ruinous war upon the railways. It 
appropriates a large percentage of the 
hospitals’ sweepstakes revenues; but those 
who will suffer are not the subscribers, 
the promoters or the prize-winners, but 
the sick poor fot whose benefit the 
sweepstakes nominally are designed. 
It encourages marriage by an increase of 
income tax on the unwedded, and by a 
policy of high prices does everything 
possible to discourage the foundation of 
new homes. These are but the minor 
contradictions and inconsistencies. They 
pale beside the gigantic paradox of the 
Budget..and oí the Government’s outlobk

In effect, the Budget must lay a burden 
upon .the Free State citizen such as he 
never has known before, and, if common: 
sense survives in the country, never will 
iknow again.

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MOLLISON’S SOLO 
FLIGHT. PLAN. 


START FROM IRELAND 
NEXT MONTH.

Arsa many months of planning, the 

New York and back flight of Captain 
J. P. Saul, Irish navigator of the mono- 
plane, ‘‘ Southern Crósá, on her trans- 
Atlantic flight of two years ago, and Mr, 
J. A. Mollison, the ‘‘ Flying Scot,” has 
been abandoned, and Mr. Mollison will 
make the attempt alone, starting from 
Portmarnock Strand at the end of next 
month. 

The decision that Mr. Mollison should 
make the flight alone follows shortly after 
the announcement of his engagement to 
Miss Amy Johnson, the famous airwoman. 

Captain Saul told an Jrish Times re- 
presentative yesterday that he had 
received a telegram from Mr. Mollison 
stating that his plans had been altered 
and he would have to fly “ solo,” but he 
requested Captain Saul to undertake the 
navigational’ details for him. * This,” 
said Captain Saul, “will entail working out 
fresh courses every day while Mollison is 
waiting at Portmarnock to start on the 
flight. Weather conditions change every 
few hours, and in order to avoid contrary 
winds caused by the shifting depressions 
it will be necessary to plot fresh courses 
with every change in the meteorological 
charts.’’ 


TYPE OF MACHINE. 


Mr. Mollison has not yet decided on 


| what type of aircraft he is to use, but it 


is understood that it will be an all-British 
machine, fitted with a British engine, as 
he wishes to demonstrate the trustworthi- 
ness of English aeroplanes. Investigations 
reveal the fact that there is likely to be 
some difficulty in securing a suitable 
machine in England which wil] 
sufficient petrol for the flight, but it is 


believed that Mr. Mollison may decide to | 
use a De Havilland “ Fox ” Moth, one of | 
the latest aircraft, which normally pro- | 
vides accommodation for four passengers | 


and the pilot. For the Atlantic flight it 
will be necessary to fit extra petrol tank- 
age in the passenger compartment. ‘This 
aeroplane has a speed of 120 miles per 
hour. 

The general route which it is proposed 
to follow is from Portmarnock Strand to 
Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, and then 
down the American coast to New York. 
After a few hours’ rest Mr. Mollison wil] 
re-fuel and attempt to make the return 
fight. If all is going well when he: 
reaches the Irish coast, he will continue. 
non-stop, to Croydon Aerodrome. He in-

position was one of complete equality 
with that of Great Britain itself. 
When it had been proved to him that 
the British and Canadian Parlia- 
ments, for example, could not abolish 
their parliamentary oaths if they 
chose, he would begin to think that 
there might be some basis for Mr. 
Thomas's opinion. But no one had 
proved that, and no responsible person 
had ever ventured to suggest it. 


The Government, he added, had received 
a mandate for the abolition of the 
Oath from the only people whom the 
question really concerned. No threats 
from outside and no misrepresentation 
of the facts would deflect the Govern- 
ment from its course.

RETRENCHMENT. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states :~-During the debates in the House 
of Commons on the Finance Bill, the 
question of retrenchment appeared as a 
mere under-current in the sweeping stream 
of advocacy of a monetary policy a iatainé 
to raise the level of, at least, wholesale 
prices. This subordination of a question 
which figured so largely at the general elec- 
tion was, doubtless, due to the growing 
realisation of the fact that the continued 
fall in gold prices has made it more 
difficult than ever for nations and for in- 
dividuals to pay their debts, and for in- 
dustry to produce without loss. Debts 
contracted in 1925 require for their dis- 
charge the production of 70 per cent. more 
commodities than at the time when they 
were contracted, and in the ease of some 
commodities the disproportion. between 
what was then borrowed and what is now 
owed is very much greater. For example, 
it one who borrowed on January 31, 
1925, enough to produce a sack of wheat, 
found, on January 31, 1932. that.he would 
have to produce three sacks of wheat to 
repay the sum borrowed.

A SURPLUS LAST YEAR. 


Mr. E. BLYTHE (C, na nG., Co. 
Monaghan), opening the debate on the 
general financial resolution in connection with 
the Budget, said that the Minister, in intro- 
ducing the “a w- had attempted to divert 
the attention of the House from real 
essence of the Budget. The Minister had 
attempted to prove that there was a deficit 
for the year ending 31st March last. Deputies 
had only to read the statement to sée that 
there was no foundation for that conténtion. 
As a matter of fact; there was a 
small surplus. —“The Minister allowed. that 
certain items of expenditure might be covered 
by borrowing, such as compensation for pro- 
perty destroyed during the civil war or 
previous to it, There were other iten:s 
which he did not allow, for which a strong 
case could be made. it was simply ludicrous 
for the Minister to suggest that it was wron, 
to borrow, that it was wrong to borrow for 
capital for the Local Loans Fund. That was 
one of the cases that could be met by bor- 
rowing, and not by taxation. The Minister 
objected to borrowing for afforestation, 
but when this matter had been considered 
previously it was agreed that half the money 
put into afforestation might reasonably be 
“Fe. as an investment, and the other 
half a contribution towards unemployment, 
or towards the beautification of the eountrvy. 
It was perfectly justifiable to borrow for 
afforestation. 

Surely it was not contended that it was 
wrong to borrow monéy advanced by the 
Land Commission, which would be repaid by 
tenants. He held that instead of there bein 
a deficit of £639,000 there was a surplus o 
£160,000, which he might have put into the 
Savings Certificates’ Sinking Fund, That 
would have been an ample contribution for 
the year. 

He did not think that the Minister was 
under the illusion that there was any Budget 
deficit, but he wanted to create an atmo- 
sphere for the sort of Budget that he chose 
to bring in, because he brought in a worse 
Budget than he might have done. The 
Minister had tried to confuse Deputies on the 
question of the capital liability of the State. 
Instead of giving the position of the Ex- 
chequer, he gave something like a national 
stocktaking, which could not be done on such 
an occasion. The Minister had brought in as 
an itern of debt the land purchase annuities 
payable to the British, but had taken no 
account of thé claim to collect these annuities 
from the tenants. It was also ludicrous for 
the Minister to capitalise a payment like that 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary pensions. 
These were essentially a part of the normal 
cost of police, and there was no reason why 
they should be capitalised to add to the 
total of the national debt.

CIVIL SERVICE “CUTS.” 


There is much interest also among civil 
servants in regard to the document 
which Mr. MacEntee has promised to 
circulate, indicating how the “ cuts’’ of 
Civil Service salaries are likely to operate. 
Mr. MacEntee indicated yesterday that he 
would not issue this until he had seen 
representatives of the various branches ol 
the services. 

‘There is reason to believe that, not- 
withstanding hopes to the contrary, the 
Civic Guards of all ranks will be included 
in the “cut.” The basis, it seems, will 
he a five per cent. reduction up to salaries 
of £400, with higher “ cuts” for ranks 
up to the Commissioner.
